ELECTION IN DENMARK. 


Amendment of the Constitution on 
a Democratic Basis Calculated to 
Please Even Hamlet Seems Assured. 
[BY ATLANTIC CABL® AND A P.] 
COPENHAGEN, July 11.—The elec- 
tion for the upper house of the Dan- 
ish Parliament held yesterday, re- 
sulted in the return of twenty mem- 


bers of the Right, five leas than be- 
fore dissolution; five Free Conserva- 


five Radicals, and four Focialists. 

Of the twelve members nominated 
by the King nine are supporters of 
the government bill for the amend- 
ment of the Constitution on a demo- 
cratic basis, the passage of which is 
now assured. In the upper house, as 
it is now constituted, this bill has 
thirty-eight supporters and twenty- 
eight opponents. 


The upper house of the Danish 
Parliament was dissolved early in 
June because of the deadlock over 
the constitutional amendment bill, 
which abolishes all property qualifi- 
cations for electors of members of 
that body and takes away from the 
crown its right to nominate twelve 
members of that chamber. The 
twelve members of the House ap- 
pointed by the King were not included 
in the decree of dissolution. 


Peruvian Premier Resigns.

It is both a wise and a just law— 
wise from the standpoint of political 
economy and just to one of the na- 
tions of the British empire. There is 
no need to go into the matter in de- 
tail. The wisdom of the law must 
be apparent to any sane mind. 

It has been thoroughly proved that 
monopoly of the land is at the bot- 
tom of the real opposition to home 
rule on the part of those who own the 
land. But the landlords could not 
make much of a show in the way of 
opposition if left alone to themselves, 
because, although thére is a great deal 
of the land, there are not many of the 
landlords. So, in order to make a 
showing, the “higher-ups” have done 
what mean and crafty and conscience- 
less men have done for ages—they 
have raised the standard of religious 
bigotry. 

I think I know the Ulster man well. 
My father was an Ulster man, my 
smother an Ulster woman.

chided for conceiving so fantastic a 
story. 
DIVORCE AND TRAGEDY. 


But the catastrophe was drawing 
cn. In December, 1886, Mrs. O'Shea 
was writing to her husband that “the 
only person who had ever tarnished 
his honor had been himeelf,” and in 
the following March he was sending 
her “unpleasant letters.” 

In November, 1890, Capt. O'Shea 
brought an action for divorce against 
his wife and Parnell, The latter would 
not defend it. According to Mrs. 
“O'Shea, he said: 

“No, Queenie. What's the use? We 
want the divorce, and, divorce or not, 
1 shall always come where you are. 
I shall always come to my home 


every night, whatever happens.” 


The decree was made absolute in 
June, 1891, and Parnell and Mrs. 
O'Shea were immediately married at 
the registrar's office at Stayning. 

And what then? Parnell’s political 
career ruined forever—the Un- 
crowned King deposed and execrated 
by those who had feared and obeyed 
him. But there is no suggestion of 
remorse. A great romance had turned 
the current of his life, and the spirit 
of that romance never left him.

PROHIBITS ALCOHOL 


There was a brisk demand for lini- 
ment and soothing lotions when: we 
reached camp, tired, dusty, lame and 
sore from our first day's experience in 
the saddie. Hot baths and a liberal 
application of alcohol mitigated our 
sufferings to somMe extént. And right 
here, let me remind you that such are 
the rules and regulations of Uncle 
Sam, who owns Yosemite Valiey, that 
not a drop of alcohol may be bought, 
begged or borrowed in ail that domain 
without a physician's certificate. Pro- 
hibition with a capital P reigns. So 
if you want alcohol for bathing pur- 
poses when you go to Yosemite, better 
take it along. 

Next day moet of us some 
of us were compelled to come down- 
stairs backward, and all of us groaned 
when we gat down or got up, but we 
were encouraged experienced 
climbers that this condition was 
merely temporary and.our ultimate 
salvation was to keep moving other- 
wise we would surely get stiff. There- 
fore with considerable effort and c@y 
by strict moral discipline we com- 
pelled ourselves to exercise to the ex- 
tent of tramping four or five miles 
about the valley, visiting Yosemite 
village, the numerous camps and 
atudios and other near-by points of 
interest. 

Next morning we were fine and fit 
for the tramp again and were off for 
Giacier Point—conceded to be the fin- 
est trail trip in Yosemite. We passed 
Mirror Lake and saw the sunrise re- 
flected in ite emooth surface, and Ver- 
nal Falla, where the water flows like 
a broad, white sheet of tapestry over 
a cliff eighty feet across with a fall 
of 300 feet. Up the zigzag trail we 
went, our cavalcade of fifty-five ani- 
mals being on seven different levels at 
once, and on to Nevada Falls, where 
the water drops 600 feet over the 
sheer precipice, hangingjin midair a 
misty cataract and then shooting into 
space like snowy meteors.

This in- 
cludes candidates of all the parties 
for county committeemen. Yesterday 
at noon only 100 of the petitions, or 
one-seventh of the number expected, 
had been filed with the Registrar of 
Voters. Most of them have been veri- 
fied. County Registrar McAleer has 
a force of several hundred employees 
working day and night. The offices 
are cramped; the work is coming tn 
faster than it can be handled, and 
with the tremendous flood of petitions 
for measures, I predict that it will be 


any size to do the work required with- 
in the space of time allotted by law. 

Failure to do so will mean that 
many of the candidates who are late 
with their petitions may not get upon 
the ballot at all. Mr. McAleer points 
out that no matter how large the force 
at his command there is only one set 
of registration books which must be 
referred to to check each name upon 
every petition. The law leaves no 
alternative in the matter of complet- 
ing the work within the five-day limit 
and a pro construction of it would 
be that those petitions not completed 
within five days must be laid aside 
and not certified at all.

Forty-four counties in California are 
Republican.

THE EUGENIC LAW. 
Gets on the Nerve of Justice Timlin 


(Milwaukee Sentinel:1 “The fool- 
ishest imaginable law may still be ab- 
solutely constitutional,” once said a 
justice of the national Supreme Court 
of a bad law that had been impeached 
on constitutional grounds. 

A striking illustration of that rather 
obvious principle is Justice Timlin's 
Savage scoring of the preposterous 
Wisconsin “eugenic law,” whose con- 
stitutionality has just been affirmed 
by the State Supreme Court. Not un- 
constitutional, but absurd, abortive, 
shallow, mischievous in tendency; 
that seems to be about the long and 
short of it. 

The “eugenic law” has been severe- 
ly handled by the medical faculty and 
the press of the State. But all former 
attacks le beside the invective of 
Justice Timlin in a concurring opin- 
on. 


The form of the certificate required 
is characterized as “a sort of insult,” 
the statute as “about as silly and ob- 
noxious a piece of legislation as could 


be devised,"" one which “tends to dis- 
courage marriage rather than to pre- 
vent the spread of disease,” etc. 

The “bill factory’ that gocubated, 
the Legislature that passed, and the 
Governor who failed to veto, the mass 
of rubbishy and expensive legislation 
that has been dumped on this State in 
the name of “progress” should be 
called sharply to account in the next 
election. 

Justice Timlin ts a master of invec-, 
tive. It was an unpleasant duty, no 
doubt, to admit the conetitutionality 
of this silly and abortive statute; and, 
the hot dressing down he f£ave it as 
a plece of legisiation aside from that 
point must have been a very consider- 
able relief to his feelings.

In addition the report notes that 
lead was found used for coloring 
cooking utensils in daily use; that a 
Substance advertised as nickel con- 
sisted of a strongly-poisonous quick- 
silver solution.

The Republican tariff has been 
made the scapegoat for many of the 
ilis to which we as a nation have 
been heir, not least of these being the 
“high cost of living.”

Sight With the Pars. 

Seeing with the ears is the latest 
triumph of science in the invention of 
the optophone, which has been dem- 
onstrated before the Royal Society by 
Dr. Fournier d’Albe, an Englishman 
of Huguenot descent. Dr. d’Albe says 
that a blind man should be able to 
read ordinary books and newspapere 
by sound, on the principle of trans- 
lating light waves to sound waves. 
While the doctor's instrument, which 
effects the translation, is not yet de- 
veloped to its potential capacity, it 
enabled a blind man in Birmingham 
not long ago to count the number of 
nurses before him, and investigators 
of the Royal Society have even made 
out lines of print. 

The device consists of a perforated 
disc which rotates in front of a pow- 
erful Nerust lamp. The type to be 
read is placed facing the light upon a 
rest. A emall, intensely bright line 
of light, passing through the holes in 
the disR, travels from one letter to 
the next, and the type reflects the 
light on to a selenium bridge. Each 
letter gives a characteristic sound, 
which is heard by means of a tele- 
phone. The reader must know the 
sound of each letter to be able to fol- 
low the print. 


School for Taxi Drivers.

British Admiral, Sir Percy Scott, that 
the development of submarines and 
hydroplanes made dreadnoughts and 
large cruisers obsolete has caused 
much discussion in German naval cir- 
cles. So far as their public utterances 
go, German naval experts unanimous- 
ly reject Admiral Scott's views 

The German Fleet Society has pro- 
nounced itself decidedly against it, 
and now Admiral Von Breusing has 
published an article the same 
position.

Effect of Buzzing "Phone, 

Buzzing, rattling and other unusual 
noises in a telephone may so effect 
one’s nerves as to make him an in- 
valid, and such cases are covered by 
necident insurance policies, according 
to a ruling by the Imperial Supreme 
Court. The Case Came on appeal from 
& judgment against an insurance com- 
pany. The defendant contended that 
the plaintiff was of neurasthenic pre- 
disposition and that the effect of un- 
usual telephonic noises upon him was 
a “psychic effect,” which was not cov- 
ered by an accident ineurance policy. 
It could not be denied, sald the court, 
that many objections could be urged 
to the plaintiff's claim. It might be 
questioned whether his invalidiem was 
not due to imagination, following dis- 
turbances which—as he asserted— 
had the effect upon him of a severe 
electric shock. Nevertheless, it could 
be assumed that there Was a great 


probability that the noises complained 
of had such a shattering effect upon 
the plaintiff's nerves that his subse- 
quent maladies could properly be con- 
sidered as due to an accident, within 
the terms of his accident policy.

REAT CHINESE 
ENCYCLOPEDIA. 


WAS COMPOSED OF OVER 
ELEVEN THOUSAND VOLUMES. 


Only a Few Scattering Books Are 
Krown to Have Survived the 
Boxers’ Rebellion, When the Han- 
lin College Was Burned by the 
Rebels. 


[New York Times:] What is per- 
haps the greatest tragedy in the his- 
tory of literature is recalled by the 
appearance in London of two sections 
of the Chinese Encyclopedia, lent to 
the London Library by a man who 
picked them up for a song in a book- 
shop of the British metropolis. These 
two volumes are among the meager 
remains of the most colossal literary 
work ever carried out by man, a work 
that comprised originally no less than 
13,100 volumes, which, if laid one on 
ton of the other, would have over- 
topped the Times building at Forty- 


sourt River and Is Expert Swimmer. second street and Broadway by forty 


feet. 

This huge work, the fruit of years 
of incessant labor by a whole army 
of Chinese scholars, was practically 
wiped out of existence during the 
Boxer rebellion of 1900, when the reb- 
els set fire to the Han-Lin College, 
where the encyclopedia whe housed. 
A few scattering volumes were res- 
cued from the ruins of the building 
and have been turning up since then 
in China and other countries, but 
there is nowhere near enough to give 
an adequate idea of the amazing 
recpe and completeness of the work 
as it stood in its entirety. When it is 


bor in mind that even after the 
°o ing up of Peking to reigners 
ia 1860 the Chinese authorities 


reremptortly refused every request by 
foreign scholars to be allowed to have 
access to the Han-Lin College for the 
purpose of studying the great ency- 
clopedia, the full significance of its 
loss may be better understood. 

One of those who visited the ruins 
o° the college after its destruction by 
the Boxers was Lancelot Giles, of the 
British Consular Service, who picked 
up one volume of the encyclopedia. 


| After that his father, Herbert A. Giles, 


succeeded in obtaining five more. 
Herbert Giles wrote an article in the 
Nineteenth Century, entitled “Ency- 
cli pedia Maxima,” a few months after 
the destruction of the Han-Lin Col- 
lege, In which he told how his son 
and he acquired their six precious vol- 
umes and gave the history of the stu- 
pendous work. 

It was tn the year 1403 that Yune 
fo, third Emperor of the Ming 
cyrasty, one of the most energetic 
rulers that ever held sway in China, 
decided that he must have a com- 
pllation of all known writings. So he 
cor missioned Helen (Chin. the most 
en inent echolar of his time, to pre- 
rere a great encyclopedia embodying 
this immense hoard of material. 
Hsieh Chin set to work, assisted bv 
a staff of 146 other learned men. and 
firiehed his task In one vear and four 
months. It wes called the Wen Helen 
Ta Ch-eng, or Complete Record of 
literature. Huge as it was, however, 
it did not anywhere near come up to 
the Emperor's wishes; his alm was 
to create something far surpassing 
what he considered the modest dimen- 
sions of Heleh Chin's production. 

So a new Impertal Commission was 
formed, on which Heieh Chin was one 
of three commisstoners, for the com- 
pilation of a new and far more for- 
midable work. In addition to the 
commissioners, five directors, 
twenty subdirectors and 2141 assist- 
arta were emploved—a total of 2169 
perrons—for the Emperor's idea was 
to collect together all that had ever

After something like four years of 
unceasing labor the army of scholars 
submitted the result of their toll to 
the Emperor and won his august ap- 
proval. He had reason to feel pleased, 
for, as a result of his tnsistence, there 
stood before him an array of 11,100 
volumes, comprising 22,877 sections, 
an. an index occupying sixty sections 
more. Wach of these volumes were 
half an inch thick, and the whole of 
them, if laid on top of, each other, 
would be 450 feet high—higher than 
the donte of St. Paul's Cathedral and 
thar the Times building, as has been 
said. 

Each of the volumes was one foot 
eight inches long by one foot wide, 
bound in the pasteboard common to 
most Chinese books and ornamented 
with yellow silk, the imperial color. 
On each volume two labels were 
placed, one giving the titles and 
numbers of the sections contained 
within, the other the rhyme, accord- 
ing to the Hung Wu Cheng Yun, or 
rhyming dictionary used in the days 
of the Ming dynasty, under which all 
the entries were classified. This curi- 
ous arrangement was due to the fact 
lan , it is impossible to arrange 
in Chinese encyclopedias, 
dictionaries and the like alphabet- 
ically, as is done in English and other 
languages of today. As a result of 
this the Chinese have been forced to 
resort to a variety of methods of clas- 
sification for easy reference, among 
them this rhyming scheme adopted in 
the great of Yung Lo, 
Another method, by the way, which 
is frequently used is to group together 
words which have similar first sylia- 
bies. Thus, if this Were done in Eng- 
lish, words like access, account and 
accompany would appear in the same 
section of a dictionary, and would be 
further arranged according to the 
number of letters following the first 
syllable, viz: access, having three let- 
ters after “acc,”’ would come ah 

of accompany, which has six. 

Each section of the Encyclopedia 
Maxima has twenty leaves, which 
makes a total for the entire work of 
917,480 pages, as against 22,000 in 
the edition of the Encyclopedia 
Britannica, which was the latest at 
the time of the destruction of the 
Chinese work. Hach page has sixteen 
columns of characters, averaging 
twenty-five characters to a column, or 
a total of 356,992,000 characters. Chi- 
nese is written with extraordinary 
condenasdtion, 100 characters corre- 
sponding, according to one authority, 
to 130 English words. Therefore, it 
may be said that the total of charac- 
ters given above corresponds, in real- 
ity, to something like 400,000,000 of 
our words. Now, the Encyclopedia 
Britannica used by Mr. Giles for pur- 
poses of comparison had a total of 
30,800,000 words. This, as much as 
any one detail, gives a vivid idea of 
the stupendous nature of Yung Lo's 
compilation. 

In 1410 it was decided-to have the 
vast work printed. and orders were 
issued by the Emperor to that end. 
But it was found that the expense 
would be so tremendous that the proj- 
ect was given up. 

In 1421, when the Emperor trane- 
ferred the seat of government from 
Nanking to Peking, the encyclopedia 
was taken along to the latter city and 
stored in a pavilion of the imperial 
palace. 

In 1562 a body of 100 acholars was 
ordered to make a copy and a dupli- 
cate copy of the work. These they 
completed in 1567, whereupon the 
original was sent back to Nanking, the 


first copy placed in the Peking palace 
and the duplicate copy in the office of 


Imperial Historiography. 
When the Ming dynaaty fell, tn 1444, 
the original of the work at Nanking 


and the second copy at the Historiog- 


raphy Office were destroyed by fire.

“It would be outrageous to apply 4 
curative preparation to a person who 
is ‘presumably well,’ but a person who 
is ‘presumably well’ may, under cer- 
train circumstances, be very properly 
submitted to certain routine diagnostic 
tests to ald in the diagnosis of disease. 
In asylums, hospital wards and chil- 
dren's hospitals it is important to de- 
tect congenital or latent blood disease 
and latent tuberculosia, but difficult to 
identify them. 

“It is quite proper to apply such 
tests as the tuberculin and leutin 
tests to such patients: ft is also to the 
credit of the medical profession that

“It is perhaps sufficient to say that 
no patient was worse, but that many 
were better for the tests, and that it 
is not true that there has been con- 
cealment of the work.

Dr. Flexner admits that such tests 
are bel made daily in the Rockefel- 
ler I tute and hospitals in New 
York City. Consent of parents is not 
obtained before the serums are in- 
jected into the children who are 
charity patients in the hospitals.

BETTER ARRANGEMENTS 
FOR CARE OF AUTOISTS. 


HE arrangements for taking care 
of American automobilists on the 
Continent is iljustrated in advices 
from Walter Nutting, the well-known 
artist, who is touring the Old World 
in a Stevens-Duryea. He has written 
to Clarence English, the local Stevens- 
Duryea agent, describing some of his 
experiences. 

According to Mr. Nutting, many of 
the petty annoyances and _ incon- 
veniences to which American automo- 
bilists touring Europe have been sub-

inated. 

‘The traveler can now arrange to 
commission his car in the hands of a 
high-class customs broker in New 
York or Boston, and the broker wil!

obtaining membership in the Auto As- 
sociation of Great Britain or the Tour- 
ing Club of France. The broker will 

Care of the shipping of the car 
and the customs arrangements at 
both ends very promptly.
